The qu es­ 
tion is one to w hich the senator has 
giv en a great deal of attention and on 
w hich he has accu m u lated a v ast am ou nt 
of inform ation. 
H e w ill sp eak in su p ­ 
p ort of his resolu tion ou tlining a bill 
and in op p osition to the bill u nder con­ 
sideration by the joint su bcom m ittee of 
the tw o hou ses. 
The rem ainder of the w eek w ill be 
giv en u p largely to the Indian ap p ro­ 
p riation bill. 
The measu re contains 
lev eral featu res w hich are certain to 
dev elop controv ersy, the p rincip al one 
of w hich is the p rov ision for the discon­ 
tinu ance of the sectarian schools for In ­ 
dians, inclu ding the Lincoln and Ham p ­ 
ton Road* institu tions.. There will also j 
be an effort in th e senate to am end the 
hill by adding the p lan agreed u p on by j 
the com nu t fee on Indian affairs for 
changing the system of land bolding* in 
Indian Territory, and this w ill dev elop 
a sharp debate. 
The nav al ap p rop riation bill w ill be 
rep orted du r*ng th e week and will be in 
condition to be taken u p as soon as the 
Indian bill ia ou t of the way.

The au dience at once m ade a 
ru sh for the doors, and for a tim e p au de* 
m oniam reigned. 
The stage m anager, 
Charles Bell, ti» ok a com m anding l» osi- 
tion and u rged the p eop le not to loose 
their heads, and to his coolness and self- 
p ossi'ssiou 
is du e 
the fact th at the 
p atrons finally escap ed w ithou t inju ry. 
The wildest confu sion, howev er, p re­ 
v ailed am ong th e freaks and stage p er­ 
formers, bu t all escap ed w ithou t inju ry, 
m any of th e actors ru nning into the 
streets in th eir stage attire. 
Probably 
the greatest excitem ent attending the 
fire was cau sed 
by an 
incident that 
hap p ened on the third floor, w here a 
collection of hu ge snakes wore on ex­ 
hibition. 
Among this collection was a 
boa constrictor 20 feet in length. A 
fem ale snake charm er had charge of the 
rep tib* and w hen the fire broke ou t she 
attem p ted to p lace 
them 
in a box. 
Calling for assistance, a stranger climbed 
into the cage and offered to help cap tu re 
the snakes. 
He p icked the largest one 
u p bv the neck and no sooner had he 
done so than the snake, recognizing it 
was in the hands of a stranger, coiled 
its hu ge form abont the m an * arm. 
The snake charm er realizing the m an's 
danger, told him to keep a linn grip ou 
the snakes neck. 
A terrific stru ggle 
then ensu ed, bu t by the combine efforts 
of the fair snake charm er and the oblig­ 
ing stranger, the boa constrictor was 
finally jam m ed into a box and secu red.

PEA RL C U L T U R E IN AUSTRALASIA. 


PnmolDg the Rjruteia That 
Has Been 
Known to th© Chinese For Centuries. 
It took ns 11 days from Brisbane to 
reach Thursday island, a distance of 
abont 2,000 miles. Tho island is about 
150 miles long and about 20 wide, and 
if; abont 10 degrees Fouth of the equator, 
so you can imagino how hot it is in De- 
cember, when the sun is south. 
Here 
the great pearl fisheries are carried on 
not only on a gigantic scale, bnt also on 
a scientific scale. 
jfi{. .lames Clarke, 
with whom I had the pleasure of trav­ 
eling to the island, is at the head of a 
company who are interested in pearl 
fishing. It seems that they have dis 
covered that the bivalve forms the pearl 
only when he is compelled to—that is, 
heeither swallows or imbibes something, 
or when the shells are open something 
gets in which lie cannot digest, and, not 
being able to digest it, he tries another 
method of ridding himself of the object— 
that is, by ejecting it—and as he cannot, 
eject it he falls back on his last resort— 
that is, by commencing to form the 
pearl over the object. 
With a peculiar 
saliva he emits he builds layer after 
layer until the pearl is formed. 
Pearl farming is now carried on by 
this company very scientifically. 
They 
have laid out immense pearl beds, jnst 
like oyster beds, divided into four quar­ 
ters, where the shells are graded, and 
when the shells attain a certain ago they 
are partially opened and something put 
in, which is a secret. This irritates the 
bivalve, which commences to form the 
pearl at once. It seems that the Chinese 
are the original inventors of this system 
of pearl farming, for that industry has 
been in vogue in China hundreds of 
years. The percentage of pearls that are 
found in the shells is very small, as in 
100,000 shells yon will only find from 
three to five pearls of any consequence, 
but as there are millions and millions 
of shells the company does very well. 
Some of tho pearls got to bo of enormous 
size and bring fabulous prices. I saw a 
pearl as large as a large filbert, perfect 
in shape and with a beautiful luster. It 
was valued at £ 1,000. 
Mr. Clarke told me that just before 
the World’s fair a Chicago man came 
out to buy pearls. 
Mr. Clarke, hearing 
of him, camo to Sydney to see him. 
They made an appointment for meeting 
next day at the Australian hotel, where 
the pearls were to be exhibited. 
When 
the Chicago man saw the pearls, he was 
astonished, for he never had seen such 
large ones and so perfect. 
He at first 
thought they were imitation, bnt on 
closely examining them and hearing the 
prices he was convinced about their gen­ 
uineness, as one pearl alone would have 
been enough to have “ broke” him. 
He 
could not see a single pearl that was 
worth less than £ 100, and as he only 
wanted to buy a few thousand dollars’ 
worth, and he would have only got 
about one pe.vrl and a half, ho conclud 
ed not to buy. 
Pearl fishing is very difficult and ex­ 
pensive. This company has between 40 
and 50 boats, which alone represent 
$150,000. 
As it costs about $5,000 to 
fit out u boat, including diving appara­ 
tus, and as tho fishing is done in very 
deep water, they have to go a long way 
out and necessarily need large boats. 
The divers, who are mostly Japanese, 
go down a depth of between 20 and 80 
fathoms; but, owing to the tremendous 
pressure of the water, they stay there 
only a very short time and very often 
have to bo pulled up, as they become 
completely exhausted and sometimes 
die from paralysis of the heart, as the 
pressure of the water stops the circula 
tion of tho blood. 
Some of the divers 
carry a small vial with them, and 
through an ingenious invention they 
can take a drink of brandy while at the 
bottom of the ocean, 150 feet below the 
surface. 
The shells are mostly sent to Europe 
for the manufacture of buttons, buckles, 
opera glass ornaments, knife handles, 
etc. They vary in price according to the 
size of the shell. 
Young shells are not 
allowed to be exported, and all ship 
meuts are inspected by government in 
Stone W ork, Sills, Caps, Belt I

J have eeenredtwoof the largest pearl 
shells. 
They have quite a history, as 
they are tbe shells in which the famous 
twin pearls were found ubout u year 
ago. 
Tho pearls were formed together 
like two large peas, perfect shape and 
match, but tho most wonderful thing 
about them was a peculiar freak iu the 
formation of the two gems. 
Although 
they were thoroughly joined together, 
one was black jet, with a beautiful lus 
ter, and tho other silvery white. 
The 
pearls were at once sold for £400, then 
again for £750, then an offer was made 
from a London 
pearl merchant of 
£1,500, but the owner telegraphed to 
stop the sale.—Portland Oregonian. 


Th« Worm Ha* No Eye* and No Sense of 
H«»aring, but I* Sensitive to Strong Light 
and Vibrations of Sound—Objects of An­ 
tiquity Preserved by Earthworms. 


The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
the patient t nd long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” suys Darwin, 
“ have played a more important part iu 
the history of tho world than most per­ 
sons wonld at first suppose.” Let us 
follow Darwin and r*e how this appar 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one know’s, the yvofms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They c ^ live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisturo, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, hut 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end iu Kiuall cham­ 
bers iu which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quau- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of tho decomposing 
vegetable matter contained iu it, on 
which they feed. The earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obta’ns food and at the samo 
time excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into tho 
bnrrowe, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the months of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, iu the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 
The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. There appears to be some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried iu earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm anpears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way iu which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, al­ 
ways judging which is the best end fo 
draw them in by. This is remarkable iu 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, tbe ant can often 
be soen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth aro 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. 
hen it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to livo in is 53,000, wa can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
the soil. 
They ate, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the lanTT. At one part of tho ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface wi}l iu course of time become 
gradually buried In the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from tbe destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the au 
tion of worms found, to which action 
their preservation was mainly due. The 
sinking of tho foundations of old build­ 
ings is dne to the-action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless tho 
foundations are laid lower than tbe 
level at which tho worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below tho sur­ 
face. 
Another useful effect produced by 
worms is the preparation of iho soil for 
the growth of seedling?. By fheir agency 
the soil is periodically sifted and expos­ 
ed to the air, and in th is’Way is able to 
retain moisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for the nutrition of plants. 
—Knowledge.

WHO CINDERELLA REALLY 


Her Story Is Very Ancient and Appoarw 
In Sacred Hindoo Bo«»k». 
The story of Cinderella is substantial­ 
ly the samo as that told of Rhodopfd 
and Psannnitichus by Elian, who lived 
in Rome in the third century of the 
Christian era. 
The story, as told by 
Elian, is that while Rhodopis was bath­ 
ing, an eagle carried away one of her 
sandals and dropped it near the feet of 
Psaunuitichus, king of Egypt, who, like 
Cinderella’s prince, was struck by its 
diminutive size, caused the maiden to 
be sought for, and married her when 
found. Make the sandal a glass slipper 
and add the ugly sisters for the sake of 
contrast, and the stories are much the 
game. The glass slipper, by the way, is 
an acknowle«lged fiction, being iu real­ 
ity a mistranslation of “ pautonfl© en 
vair” (a fur slipper), and not “ en 
verre. ” 
This, at all events, is what is claimed 
by Perranlt iu his “ Contes de Fees.” 
Both those stories have doubtless a com- 
jnou origin, but it is necessary to go 
further back in the history of the litera­ 
ture to find it—to a people who lived in 
a period compared with which that of 
oven Elian is quito modern. It is in the 
Vedas, the four sacred books of the Hin 
doos, that the origin is to be found. 
After what has already been said, it 
will not be surprising to learn that Cin­ 
derella is a ria»vu maiden, her sister* 
being the powers of darkness, who 
compel her to wait upon them, keeping 
her hiddou fron^'sight. The dawn maid­ 
en breaks from her bonds, and capti­ 
vates the sun, remaining with him for 
a time. But she cannot linger with him 
in the heavens; she can remain only 
until a certain hour. 
Once she lingers 
too long, and, hurrying back, leaves on 
the path The has taken a token of her 
visit in the form of a fleecy cloud, 
which had borne her aloft when she left 
the regions of darkness.
